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A \ {| -Mateſties Priſons, of the Mar- 
I ſhalſey and the white Lion, in 
Q || Sowthwarck, reſtrained of li- 
3 == bertic , for refuſing to con- 
forme themſclues to that order of Religion, which is now 
publique in this Realme of England. And according ro 
our duetie in that behalfe: Maifler HenrisTryp,and I, did 
(as we were required) male our ſpeedy repaire, firſt to the 
one priſon, and then to the other. And after ſome confe- 
rence had with certaine that were cloſe priſoxers we came 
to confer with one Maiſter Thomas Povunde Gentleman, 
in the lodging where he then laye. And fynding him al- 
together vnwilling to enter into any conference by 
ſpeaches,becauſe(as he ſayde) he feared to fall into dain- 
ger of Lawe thereby: Iaunſwered, that he ought to haue 
a better opinion of her Maieſtie, (by whoſe appointment, 
we were come to offer conference)the to thinke that ſhe 
would ſend vs, to entrap him, or any other her ſubiects. 
For ſhe needeth not to ſeeke more aduantadge 5 
any of them, then that which already by their diſſoyall 
behauiour they haue giuen her. So that if ſhe would pro- 
ceede againſt them in rigoure of lawe, and not in mercy: 
ſhe en theyr heads from their ſhoulders,and m. 
no more to doo with them. But being deſirous, by ſome 
meanes to bringe to paſſe, that they might become as o- 
bedient ſubieſts to her, as ſhe bothe hath and dooth ſhew 
her ſelfea louing Prince to hem) ſbewouls not * 
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chem of libertie ( Vhich for good and iuſt, yea neceſſary 
cauſes, ſne is now enforced to do) but that ſhe would with 
all prouide, that by conference with ſuch as be learned, 
they might either be drawnefrom their errours: or els be 
found to be obſtinate and wilfully blinde. Eut none of 
theſe ſptaches could mooue maiſter Pe vvnd to like of any 
conference by fpeaches. Vet notwithſtanging,he ſayd he 
was ready to confer by writing, and offered ſo to doo. 
Whereunto I aunſwyeretl, that we had no commiſſion to 
deale that / aye: but yet if he would write, I promiſed to 
aunſwer him in writing, Vpon this he pulled a pamphlet 
out of his boſome (the copie whereof I haue cauſed to be 
ſet before mine aunſw er) and called in ſuch as he thought 
meete to heare it read. And after he had read it:he delme 
red it to me to be anſwered. And this was done the ſeuẽth 
day of September. The ninthe of the ſame moneth, l began 
to ſhape him an aunſwer: and finiſhed the ſame with as 
much c6uenient ſpeede as I could, being letted with buſi · 
nes, beſide; hat buſines, enough to occupy ſome mi tho- 
rowly. But by Gods helpe, the time was not longe before 
the aunſwer was finiſhed'., But in this meane while (I 
know not bv what occaſion) Maiſter Powond,was remoo- 
ued to an other priſon, further of: ſo that I could not 
come to deliuer mine aunſwer to him, neither did I think 
it meete to be ſent to him immediatly from me, becauſe I 
vnderſtood, that the right Reuerend Father the Lorde 
Biſhop of London, had commaunded him to be remoo- 
ued thence. I did therefore, reade, in the hearing of as 
many of your ſorte, as I then found in the Marſhalſey, 
bothe the Reaſons contayned in Maiſter Pound his 
Pamphlet: and alſo mine aunſwers to the ſame. Promi- 
bog that with as much ſpeeda as I might, I would ſend 
bothe tomy fayd Lord theBiſhop,with my Letters, be- 


ſeeching him, at his diſcreſſion, either to ſend mine Aun- 
ſwer to Maiſter Po vuna: or ek to cauſe him to be brought 
back againe to the Marſhalſey, whether I mighe repaire, 
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The Epiſtle. 
to proceede in . ney 
ſayde Lordo, being oppreſſed with other affaires more 
waightie: and 3 enforced to commit this huſine: 
to ſome other, that was not fo carefull for the diſpatch 
thereof, as I would they had. And Imy ſelfe alſo(not al-

ou vpon my fayd Lord, but ar mine 
_— ſhortly conuay ed i Mailer Porend, 
(becauſe heard not of his returneto the Marſhalſey) l 
reſted, looking to haue receyued ſome replic from him: 
tyll at the laſte ( even in the Moneth of December laſte) 
I heard that the Copies of his Pamphlet were made com. 


mon to many of your ſorte, with great brags, that the 


reaſons therein contayned are vnaunſwerable. Vea and 
ſome of our ſide, were required to aunſwer them euen as 
Maiſter Pevvzd had requited me. Whereupon,repayring 
to my ſayd Lorde the Bishop: Ireceaued my ſayde aun- 
ſwer _ the. of this Ianuarie, with his allowance to 
publish it in Printe, together with the Copies of Maiſter 
pov vnd his Pamphlet, and the breefe — 2 that Mai- 
ſer Tripp wrote, after I had finished mine, as by the ſame 
may appeare. And this was thought needefull to be don, 
becauſe the Copie of Maiſter Pound his. Pamphlet is al- 
ready made ſo commom our annſwers being as yet, made 
knowne but to fewe. And that you may haue that firſte 
in ſight that you like beſt : I haue cauſed the Printer to 
place the Copy of Maiſter Pevwnd his Pamphlet, immedi- 
atly after this short Epiſtle . Reade theſe Reaſons for 
your pleaſure, and our aunſw ers for your profite. And if 
you nuſhke with our aunſwers, replie, if you can. You 
shall finde them of our ſide, that w/ill deale with you.

reuerence to God, and holy Scripture bothe'; A would 
not bel&eue the Goſpell except þ authozity of the Thurch 
did mouec metherennto , meaning that the tradition of 
the vninerſallChurch,and the teſtemon of all the peo⸗ 
ple of God, in whom the holy Ghaſt dwelleth, muſt inſt 
ip mae vs to tredite that, which theyz authoꝛity doth 
commaund vs to giue credite vnto: Thereloꝛe let any 
man beware of flying from the Churches Judgement, 
to the Scripfure onely, leaſt the Scripture it ſelf ſhould 
bfterly be denyed, as by ſome Atheiſtes in England (as 
JF heare {ay)it is already : and then might ſuch Infidels

wherewith he would deusur his ſoule: So did the Di⸗ 
nell himſelfe alleadge ſcripture vnto Chꝛiſt, and as oft 
as any heretikes alleadge Scripture to vs againſt the 
Catholike fayth: So oft ſaith Vincentius, we map be out 
of doubt p diuell doth ſpeake vnto vs by their mouthes, 
and ſaith vnto vs euen as he ſaid vnto Chzilt S: filins dei 
en mitte te deorſum, as much to ſay, At thou wilt ber the 
ſonne of God, and p2ofe(ſoz of tis holy Goſpell, caſt thy 
ſelfe downe , from the high authazitie and tradition of

J wyll be bolde therefoꝛe, without any mozs ads, to 
conclude,that theſe fow2e verifies, are not vnwaitfen, 
but wꝛitten in dede in the Canonicall Scriptures. 

The fift vnwꝛitten verity,is the deſcending of Chꝛiſt 
into hell: this you muſt haue pzoned by plaine woꝛdes 
of Dcripture,the lacke whereof (as you ſay ) bath cau⸗ 
ſed many,nowe a dapes to den it flatly, J am none ot 
them that do ſo deny it. But that he deſtended in ſuch 
manner, as your Catholiques haue taught, and as it 
hath bene ſef foꝛth in their Stage Wlayes. and in their 
payntinges in glaſſe windowes, x elſe where, J thinke 
would be as harde a thing foz you to pzoue , any way, 
as foz vs to pꝛoue by plaine woꝛdes of Scripture, that 
be dyd in dede deſcende into hell.
